Federal Court. 


Mays VU r.F., Ky., 
July 7, - Judge 
Cochran, of the United Stated District 
Court, on ETiday took jurisdiction in 
the Caleb Powers case. 
This means 
that the case will be tried in 
the 
Federal court. 
Powers, who was formerly Secretary 
of St ate of Kentucky, had four trials 
in the State courts, aud was under 
sentence of death for complicity in 
the murder of Governor Goebel. 
His 
attorneys filed in the Circuit Court at 
London, Ky-, an application to have 
the case 
transferred to the Federal 
court, claiming that Powers had been 
deprived of his constitutional rights, 
and that a fair trial was impossible 
in the Kentucky State courts. 
The State judge held that the point 
was one to be decided by the United 
States courts, and formal petition for 
such a transfer from State to Federal 
courts was made to Judge Cochran, 
who set Friday for the announcement 
of his decision. 
This means that there is some chance 
now for Powers to have a fair and 
im partial trial.

Ky., July 8.— Caleb Pow ­ 
ers. under sentence of death for al­ 
leged com plicity in the assassination 
of Governor Goebel, gained a victory 
here when Judge Cockran in the feder­ 
al district court handed down a deci­ 
sion holding that the tederal court has 
jurisdiction in the Powells case. 
Pow ­ 
ers’s attorneys have made a hard fight 
to have the case removed from the 
state courts. 
Since the day of P ow ers’s conviction 
the 
strongest 
influences 
have 
been 
brought to bear to save him from th*' 
gallows. 
Three time* has he faced 
the state tribunals of Kentucky and 
three tim es has he been convicted.
